III. Raised $3,500,000 for other War 
funds. 

IV Opened club rooms, hostels, res- 
taurants,.in London for members of 
the club, especially for men of the 
Overseas Forces’ while on leave in 
Blighty. 

V. Sent ‘week by week ~ constant’ 
stream of gifts to the Front, such as 
hampers, muEACHt instruments, books, 
etc. 

VI. Cireulated nearly 3 million 
pamphlets of war propaganda explain- 
ing the Allied standpoint to offset the 
German propaganda, and the German 
efforts to influence neutrals. 

VII. Published each month the club. 
magazine, “Overseas,” which is rapid- 
ly becoming the most widely read 
magazine in the British Empire. 

To the tobacco and comforts fund, 
the local organizations of the 1.0.D.E. 
Womens’, Institute, and Alexandra 
Club have, during the pas}, two years, 
contributed about $125. ~ 

In order to help forward the good 
work, a number of people in‘Red Deer 
and district have become members, 
and more are joining every month. 
As all officials of the club are honor- 
ary, all membership subscriptions go 
for patriotic purposes. Several peo- 
ple have also made their boys at the 
front members, sp that they can enjoy 
the privileges of the club’ when on 
leave in London.

§ SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN “NORTH 


WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


HE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, who was 
at the commencement of the present 
war, and has since-continued to be, a 
British subject or a subject of an 
allied or neutral country, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch- 
ewan or Alberta. Applicant must ap- 
pear in person at Dominion Ldamds 
Agency or sub-Agency for District. 
Entry by proxy may be made on cer- 
tain conditions. Duties—Six months 
residence upon and cultivation of land 
in each of three years. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
may secure an adjoining quarter sec- 
tion as pre-emption. Price: $3.00_per 
acre. Duties—Reside’ six” months in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent and cultivate 60 
acres extra. May obtain pre-emption 
patent as soon as homestead patent on 
certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining his home- 
stead patent, if he cannot secure a 
pre-emption, may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price

The British troops were highly elated 
with the. result of. the’ fighting, and 
when they knew that they had some 
of the kaiser’s best men against them 
they were all the more pleased. 4 

Inspiring details are given of the 
stand of the. British guards near 
Mieppe forest, between April 11 and 
14. After the Germans had broken 
through the Portuguese lines, ‘the 
Grenadiers, Irish, and Coldstream 
Guards were sent forward when the 
situation was at its worst and asked 
to hold back the enemy until rein- 
forcements could arrive, and fight at 
all costs for forty-eight hours against 
the-German tide of men and guns 
which was attempting to flow round 
our other hard pressed men. 

The guards did this. Fighting as 
separate bodies with the enemy on 
both flanks, and greatly outnumbered, 


| | they beat back attack after attack and 


gained precious hours by the noblest 
self-sacrifice. For two days and nights 
the guards stemmed the enemy ad- 
vance parties standing back to back 
and firing on all sideg until only iso- 
lated soldiers were left, but gaining 
time until the Australian soldiers ar- 
rived according to time table.

The world has not become poorer 
in spirit. during the terrible years just 
passed. > Neither’ ‘must it become poor- 
er in its ability and willingness to plan 
for the highest welfare of. those who 
will come on to the alage of: action 
tomorrow: 

Itisa wonderful, heritage and, , sith | 
al, an appalling one that the present | 
generation is: preparing for the’ next, 
and the.least we'can do for: those who | 
are to inherit our. mistakes and. our. 
glorious achievements, is. to equip | 
them as well as possible for their re- | 
sponsibilities.. For ‘that reason’ | we 
must plan more wisely today than} 
ever before for the education of those — 
who are to become the men and wo- 
men of tomorrow. Thy cannot think ; 
great thoughts and undertake great. 
tasks unless they have. been prepared | 
for those things. through education. 
What that education shall be rests 
entirely with us., 

There is an impulse, in some quar-. 
ters to regard attendance at college as 
a wartime Juxury which should be’ 
eliminated in order that the time and 
energy demanded for college work 
may be devoted to war work. ‘If it, 
can be shown that war work suffers 
because our girls attend college then, ! 


of course, some remedy must be ap-* 


plied. But it must be a remedy which 
does not rob the:future. The probab- 
ility is that some women-who belong 
to today is not doing her full share of 
war work, - 

- Facts in the case prove that the col- | 
lege girl is not'a slacker in war work. 
More than that,’ she performs more - 
war work and. better war.work than' 
she would do away from college. Most 
important of all; she does this at a-dia- | 
tinct gain for herself in character, | 
growth, and womanliness—things that , 


are indispénsablefor the future. This -. 


personal gain comes because the discl- | 
pline of war work vitalizes the college ; 


work and translates it into terms of . 


living in a way. that was never:true’ 
of college work in the past. °" ;: | 

Trained thinkers and “disciplined 
workers are in’ demand - today—the. 
supply is ‘not over abundant. ~The de- 
mand in the future will be even great- 
er. -Has any-one the right to fail to 
provide for this'‘demand? An Oxford 
woman who speaks with authority 
gays: “The work of education ‘must go 
if we sacrifice .the 
standards for which we have striven 
in the’ past we're: more ‘truly defeat- 
ed than if they : (the Germans) had | 
marched from end-to end of our land.” | 
Surely England ‘is qualified to speak 
the final word on this subject. “She 
knows the stress. and: strain of war, 
the value of war work,’and the value 
of an education. She has found a 
way to combine’ war work and college | 
training—to insure gane thoughts and 
actions in the future. Her verdict is | 
“School as usual.” | 

College girls have actually replaced ed | 
men in work. Would they have done 
this at home? At-both English and‘ 
Canadian colleges the girla.have taken i 


over the care of the college grounds, !. 


thus releasing the gardeners for mill- | 
tary service. They have prepared, ' 
planted, and tended gardens for sol-| 
diers’ wives and by the ‘end of term 
time the gardens were in shape to re- 
quire but little attention from the 
owners. They. have taken _over the | 
heavy work of packing and boxing ! 
comforts. for shipping overseas sent | 
by various centres; They have con- 
tributed generously to various funds- 
and have obtainéed’.this monéy from 
their own allowances,or by voluntary 
rationing. Oné well_known priyate 
school for girls in Canada has “adopt- 
ed” from six to ten families every. year 
of the war and has supplied the un- 
derfed children with excellent milk. 
They have the satisfaction of know- 
ing that children who are now strong 
and healthy, would in all probability 
have fallen in the struggle against 
underfeeding. Almost . a thousand 
dollars has been raised for this par- 
ticular work. 

English college girls awe united in 
the “Girl's Patriotic Union” and have 
established the “Star and Garter 
Fund.” They have. contributed five 
thousand pounds sterling to build and- 
equip a set of rooms at the Star and 
Garter House at Richmond for soldiers 
and sailors totally disabled by the 
war. Two motor ambulances have’ 
also been given by this union and sub- 
stantial sums contributed to relief 
funds. It is not at all unreasonable 
to say that these examples of war 
work by college girls outrank in value 
the war work of*girls of the same age 
and rank working at home. 


Benefit to the girls themselves is} 


important. The systematic’ sacrifice 
of leisure and luxuries has made the 
girls quick to see and improve oppor- 
tunities. It has made them more 
systematic, more self-controlled, and 
at the same time, has provided useful 
outlets for their activities. It has 
lifted the girls out of themsélves and 
caused them to exercise their ingenu- 
ity. Above everything else it has 
taught them the value of co-operation 
and team work—things that are indis- 
pensable to successful living later on 
and which could not be gained in any 
other way than ~-by working with 
those of their own age engaged in sim- 
ilar occupations and subject to the 
same discipline. 

~While our girls are attending col- 
lege they are performing invaluable 
war_service and dre laying broad and 
déep foundations for efficiency and 
helpfulness when they shall have 
come into their inheritance—the fu- 
ture.
